Second avenue anu Ninth street 
was tentatively sciected as the 
site for the presentation, with 
the singing groups approaching 
the intersection from various 
angles, while presenting the pop- 
ular Yuletide carols. Then as 
the groups converge as a unit 
atthe intersection, the scores of 
jocal singers will unite in a spec- 
tacular song expression of the 
Yuletide spirit. 

Following this, a procession 
will b2 formed, with the citizens | 
of the community placing their 
donaticns of food and clothing 
for the needy. A huge, colorful- 
ly decorated truck will probably 
be used to receive the donations.
